St. Petersburg, Aug 31.—The great 
battle of Liao Y'ang. which began early 
Tuesday morning, raged throughout

Every* confidence is expressed in 
General Kuropatkin’s ability to meet 
the Japan* se assault on ground of his 
own choosing, but the city is hungrily 
awaiting further news of the progress 
of the fight. 
The Japanese forces engaged in this 
battle can only be estimated here, but 
they are believed to number about 
200,000 men. 
General Kuropatkin is 
known to have six army corps, besides

The trouble occurred at a m eeting 
of the H ardshell B aptists and Seventh 
Day A dventists, with whom the W hit­ 
akers and Altizers affiliated. 
The se r­ 
vices were in progress when someone 
fired a shot and a general fusilade be­ 
gan, with the results named. 
The 
W hitakers and Altizers have been en ­ 
emies for thirty years.

W R IT OF HABEAS CORPU9 


D efendants in S tarbuck Case Taking 
Immediate Action. 
New (’nsile, Ind., Aug. 31.— Applica­ 
tion for a wrii of habeas corpus to se­ 
cure the release from jail of Frank 
and Lewis W ales and George Lanham, 
arrested at Shirley for alleged connec­ 
tion with the Starbuck tragedy, has 
been filed in the circuit court and h ear­ 
ing before Judge John M. Morris will 
bo had on Friday of this week. 
It is 
said that Lanham is not particularly 
implicated, but the prosecution claims 
that the testimony will hear heavily 
: on Haley Gipe and the W ales broth­ 
ers. 
The relatives of Mrs. Starbuck 
admit that the arrest of the three Shir­ 
ley men is a surprise. 
M atthew Starbuck. father-in-law of 
the dead woman, said: 
“ Nobody be­ 
lieves at. Greensboro, including myself, 
but th at llaley Gipe knows som ething 
of this affair. 
His actions on the day 
following were out of the ordinary. 
11«' had never been known before to 
take part in a funeral or death, but 
on the m orning following the murder 
of Mrs. S tarbuck and 
hild he was 
present early in the morning, and ho 
assisted in everything which was need­ 
ed. to accom m odate the crowd. 
His 
actions first led the family to be sus­ 
picious of him, and subsequent devel* 
| opm ents led to his arrest." 


General Hascall Dead. 
Goshen, Ind.. Aug. 31.—General Milo 
S. Hascall, a pioneer of E lk hart coun­ 
ty and this city, is dead. 
He was 
graduated from W est Point in 1852, 
and was a classm ate of Sheridan, Slo­ 
cum, Polk and McCook. 
On duty fol­ 
lowing the battle of Phillipi, he was 
made colonel of the Seventeenth In­ 
diana. 
Colonel Hascall was promoted 
brigadier general in 186$ 
After the 
civil w ar he engaged in banking in this 
city. 


R EDUCED TA X RATE 


One of the 
Features of Republican 


State Administration. 


D em ocratic new spapers throughout 
the state are printing a “table” alleged 
to show increase's in allowances for 
state officials by the last legislature 
The total increase alleged over 1901 is 
about $95,000, and it is sufficient to 
say, in com m enting on the accuracy 
of this table that of this total $30,000 
is an 
allowance “Governor’s E m er­ 
gency Fund," claimed to be a new item 
of appropriation. 
The tru th Is that 
this is a duplication of an item ap pear­ 
ing in the appropriations of 1901. 
As 
a m atter of fact not a dollar of this 
am ount is or has been spent except 
in the case of an unforeseen emergen- 
i cy arising at some state institution. 
If a dining hall or dorm itory at one 
I of the institutions, for instance, should 
| he burned, this fund is for the purpose 
of coming to the rescue of the institu­ 
tion instead of calling the General 
A ssem bly into extra session, at enor­ 
mous expense, to provide for it. 
It 
may be mentioned in this connection 
that the 
"state revenue" tax, during 
j the period of Democratic control of 
state, 
legislative 
and 
fiscal 
affairs 
from 1891 to 1895, following the In­ 
crease In appraisem ent of property 
i under the present tax law, was 11 
cents on the hundred dollars. 
During 
; th e nine years of Republican suprem ­ 
acy which have followed, this tax law 
has rem ained at 9 cents on the hun­ 
dred dollars, a'reduction of more than 
18 per cent in the rate. 
It is out of 
this fund that the ordinary expenses 
of state government, such as are com­ 
plained of in the D emocratic state 
j platform, 
^re 
paid. 
If 
Republican 
state officials are conducting a riot of 
extravagance on a tax levy reduced 18 
per cent below th at m aintained under 
the last period of D emocratic cojitrol 
in state affairs, what m ust their pre­ 
decessors have been doing to the state, 
am ong them the chairm an of the said 
Democratic state convention, then a 
state official?

Cuba, Kan., Aug. 31.—One of the 
keepers of the four Joints or illicit sa­ 
loons that w e-e raided on S aturday 
last by a num ber of local women, has 
been run out of town by the crusaders 
after he had attem pted to reopen his 
place of business. 
Several kegs of 
beer found burled in the cellar of the 
place were destroyed by the women, 
and formal notice served on the pro­ 
prietor to leave town within three 
hours and never to retiyn. 
He d ep a rt­ 
ed by first train. 
A delegation of wo­ 
men has called on the mayor and the 
police judge and has warned them 
that the women would stand no more 
“trifling” and that the policy of allow­ 
ing Joints to run would not again be 
tolerated.
